“The government confidently believes 
teh agreement for the transfer to tho 
province of ite naturel resources will 
be ratified at the present session of 
the Dominion house. This agreement 
folowing the completion last year 
of the sale of the Northern railways 
brings to a close the jast of the maj- 
or problems facing the province in 
the last nine years. 

“In selecting the personnel and de- 
termining the policy of the adminta- 
tration of the natural resources, a 
new set of problems of no less im- 
portance faces the province for the 
next few years. From an administra- 
tive point therefore, this year marka 
the close of one and the beginning 
of another era, and is an appropriate 
time for an appeal io the people. The, 
people are entitled to say what .gov- 
ernment they wish to entrust with 
the responsibility of administering, 
the natura; resources, and in order 
to allow the administration an undis- 
turbed term in assuming this task. 
considers it advisable that an elec- 
tion be held at once. 

The next step in the procedure will 
be the dissolution of the sixth legis- 
lature, which will be done on the pro 
clamation of His Honor Lieut.-Gov- 
ernot Dr. William Egbert, and will 
be next week following the return on 
Monday of Premier Brownlee. 

Then will come the issuing of the 
writs for the election, which, accord- 
ing to statute, must be done within 
a minimum of 20 days and provides 
for 30 days before nomination day, 
which in turn must be 10 days before 
polling day. 

In this case the government is giv- 
ing more notice than required, and is 
giving 58 days, which is approximate- 
ly the same length of time as is re- 
quired for a dominion election, which 
is 60 days.

TOURISTS TRIP

I have never seen elsewhere 
such large cabins, which are the size 
of a lange bedroom, with two beds, 
not berths, with bathroom attached, 
two arm dGhairs, wardrobe and chif- 
foniers; the rooms are lighted by 
electricity and an electric fan is 
stationed on the wall. The staterooms 
are about the Jast word in comfort 
and one has aj] the comforts that he 
enjoys at home. 
Mr. Logan then aescribes Bermuda: 
About thirty-six hours sail from 
Halifax and we enter the Gulf Stroam 
When the evidence becomes apparent 
that the cold weather has bcen left 
behind and we are fast approaching 
isles of eterna] sunghine. Our first 
port of call is Hamilton, Bermuda, 
;and Bermuda is a veritable dream. 
As one walks about the grounds of 
the large hotels, Jooks at the flowers 
Jat the semi-tropical vegetation, the 
‘tourists who are enjoying life, the 
expression spontaneously comes to 
him ‘“‘so this is Venice.”’ In the busi-

One day south of Bermuda, an in- 
cident occurred which illustrates the 
humanity of the high seas.

It is the law of the high 
seas to speed relief and the way it is} 
carried out gets its grip on you. 

After a short description of the 
different islands in the Leeward and 
Winward group he writes as follows 
about 'St, Lucia, and Trinidad. 

St. Lucia 
To me St. Lucia stands out as the 
most beautiful gem of all, and this 
is saying a good deal. Charles Kings 
ley wrote. “Among al] these Ishafds 
St. Lucia, I think, the most beautiful 
—what a land, and what a climate; 
and all lying well nigh ag it has been 
since the making of the world wait- 
ing for man to come and take pos- 
session.’ It is not with St. Lucia’s 
past history I wan; to deal, although 
this is interesting because here Rod- 
ney watched the French fleet, seiz- 
ed the hour, sailed and defeated Dr. 

Gras and saved the Empire. Seven 

times this Island was held by the, 

English and seven times by the 

French and for 150 years it was the 

scene of the most deadly strife, I will 

never forget the drive to the Eleventh 
mile post over the mountains which 
rise to a height of 1,200 feet, through 
tropical vegetation, the cabbage palm 
the cocoanut palms, royal palms, fern 
through cane fields—cocoa and ban- 
ana plantations—looking at one mo- 
ment at gorges luxurious in vegeta- 
tion, and then getting a glimpse of 
the sea in the distance, At Castries, 
the town, that day, it was hot but

minded me of a Canadian September 

Gay. I was told that the difference in 

temperature was 10 degrees. 

Trinidad 

Trinidad is the most important col 

ony on the route. and has a popula- 
tion of 362,000 and its Capital Port 
of Spain is a most important city 
having a population of 62,000, Here 
ere tram cars, splendid and well 
stocked stores, the very best residen- 
tial sections and those living excell- 
ent, there is also a line of railway. 
The most important object of inter- 
est in Trnidad is Pitch Lake where 
practically pure asphalt is obtained 
und shipped all over the world. The 
only thing wrong. about Trinidad is 
the heat, for the Port of Spain is on 
the wrong side of the Island to get 
che benefit of the Trade Winds and 
these Trade Winds make life not on- 
iy tolerable but in the 
tropics.

HOW OES YOUR LABEL EAD? 


SETTLERS REPORT 

During the year 1929, 62,485 acres 
of Alberta land were sold at an ag- 
gregate sale. price of $608,056, ac- 
cording to the eight annual report 
of the Soldier Settlement Board, 
which was just received at the South 
ern Alberta headquarters in Calgary 
This was, the report states, the sec- 
ond largest amount of jand sold dur- 
ing 1929 in Canada, Saskatchewan 
coming first with a total of 73,677 
acres sold. Throughout Canada a 
total of 1,286 parcels of land were 
sold at an aggregate price of $2,893- 
413 during 1929. 

Edmonton was first during 1929 
with a total of 537 families arriving 
from Great Britain, and Calgary was 
second with a total of 404 families. 
The total soldier settlement sin¢e the 
inception of the board was 3,550 to 
Calgary, against 6,333 in Edmonton 
Alberta having a greater number of 
settlers than any other province. 

The collections by the Soldier 
Settlement Board up to June 30, 1929 
amounted to $786,035.39 in Calgary, 
about $30,000 more than was collect- 
ed in Edmonton.

A MENACE TO HEALTH 


Our old enemy the House Fly will 
soon be with us again. He never fails 
o come around when the warm weath 
e) arrives. To annoy people and to 
cause trouble seems to be his special 
From the baby’s face to 
father’s bald head, to the milk pit- 
cher and to the food are some of his 
journeys well known to all of us. Yet 
in spite of this, and possibly because 
he is seen too often, it is doubtful of 
many of us ever fully realize the dan- 
ger and, filthy ways of this common 
pest. 


The house fly lays her eggs (120. 


at time) in fresh horse manure. 
She prefers it, but she will use any 
heap of garbage or filth. With a very 
short incubation (2 weeks) period 
it can be seen how rapidly flies will 
multiply unless they are controlled. 
Naturally the best way to control the 
fly is to destroy the eggs or maggots 
before their wings are developed and 
they can move about rapidly,

They were 
brought together by the Petworth 
Emigration Socicty, under T. Sock- 
ett. The Earl of Egremont promised 
them his liberal support, and the 
Earl of Chichester offered his patron 
age, on condition that a number of 
families whom he wished to help, be 
included. ‘ 

Mr, Brydone, a medical man with 
thirty Years experionce in the navy, 
was put in change of the emigrants 
He had, at an carly age, lived on a 
farm in Scotland, and in later years 
travelled to the interior of Australia 
so it was thought he was particular- 
ly fitted to select the best. spots for 
settlement: He was to spare no ex- 
pense in spying out the land, and in 
obtaining al} possibla informarfon, 
which might be of use to the people 
in hig caro. He was not to turn the 
emigrants adrift in one of the larger 
ports, but to take them right to their 
destination, and to use his imfluence 
in placing any boys, not belonging 
to families, with masters of good 
character. Where possible, he was in: 
structed to get the boys apprenticed 
And finally he was to inform the 
commititee where groups or single 
individuals settled. 

The party sailed from Spithead on 
April 17th, 1834, in the sailing vessel 
“British Tar,” of 383 tons, command 
ed by Captain Robert Crawford. 
There were one hundred and thirty 
five emigrants; eighty-ome men; 
twenty women; and thirty-four child 
ren. Among them were, John Gamb- 
lin, Wm. Green, Wm. Martin, Job 
Hodge, and Messrs. Perring Snelling 
Voicefi Warren, Basdam, Colleman, 
Ditton and West. 

The chores on board ship were 
Cone like clockwork by the emigrants 
themselves, Four men working in 
daily rotation in helping the cook 
tc draw the water, and to get up the 
provisions and the coal. Others had 
to fill the wter cisterns, to keep the 
decks clean and dry, and to issue the 
frovisions. There was a monitor 
see that the luraps were not tamper- 
ea with; to prevent smoking between 
decks, and to report amy improper 
conduct of any kind to Mr. Brydone. 

Rations were served -egularly. On

On Sunday, April 20th, tho ship 
rolled os terrifically that the pots on 
the stove were upset, and the coox, 
‘obn Barton, received sich a shock 
that he had to be replaced by Job 
Hodge on the 28th, one of the pas- 
sengers, Mrs. Ditton, gave birth to a 
baby girl. 

The “British Tar’’ passed some ice 
bergs, and on May 9th it sighted 
three brigs fishing off the banks of 
Newfoundland, 

There was the usual amount of sea 
sickness among the passengers and 
several of the children had contract- 
ed measles, but, by the time they 
reached Cape Ray, on May 15th, 
most of the emigrarts were feeling 
well enough to take part on the danc 
ing on deck. On the 23rd, of May 
they arrived at Grosse Ile, the quar 
antine station in the St. Lawrence 
| below Quebec, having been thirty- 
five days at sea. 

Mr. Brydone felt annoyed at the 
treatment his party received at Gros- 
Se Ile.

Some of the 
party however, secured posts in and 
around Toronto, and the ofhers 
went on to Hamilton where fourteen 
wagons were hired to take them ard 
their belongings to the Township of 
Raindford, Ten of the vehicles held 
the baggage; and the women and 
children were carried in the other 
four. The first had thirteen passeng 
ers including the Bartons, Gamblins 
Kemps, and Martins; in the second 
were the Perring and West families: 
iu the third the Colemans, Dittuns 
and Greens; and ‘n the founth che 
families of Rivers, Snelling and 
Voice. : 

The day after they left Hamilton 
Mrs. Weat had to. be left at a house 
atong the way whece she gave biitn 
to a baby; the others continued over 
nills and valleys, rickety bridges and 
bumpy roads, till they arrived at 
their destination. For a time all 
were housed in barns but soon they 
had separate comfortable abodes. — 

While they were getting setled Mr 
Brydone went to viist the men who 
could give him information about oth 
er places open for sottlementt. At God 
erich he saw Dr, Wm. Dunlop (‘the 
Tiger’) who knew more about the 
country than most men in Upper Can 
ada; and at Port Talbot he visited 
Colonel Thomias Talbot, the famous 
founder of he Talbot Setitlement. 
When he arrived again at Blandford 
the people with one accord thanked 
him for bringing them there. Messrs. 
Coleman, Diton, Gamblin Martin and 
Voice had been engaged in a compe- 
tition to see who could build the 
most comfortable hut, Diton 
thatched his with straw, which was 


to quite a novelty for that part of the 


country. Mr. Barton had’ overcome 
his disappointment in not being ap- 
pointed organist in Toronto, for he 
had secured the post of schoolmaster 
and parish clerk. 

A gift of a box of books fiom the 
Society for the Promotion of Christ 
ian knowledge proved a great boon 
to the settlers. When Mr. Brydone's 
work seemed completed he visited 
Toronto, where he had an audience 
of the Govenor,Sir John Colborne, 
who said he was glad to hear such 
a favourable account of the newcom- 
ers. What was needed in Canada, he 
said were just such families. He 
would be glad of 100,000 immigrants 
a year of the class settled in Bland- 
ford. Brydone returned to England 
by way of New York. 

His report to the Petworth Emigra 
tion Committee was published in 
pamphlet form in December 1834. A 
letter from Wm. Green, printed in 
the report shows that the Petworth 
immigrants were satisfied with their 
mew life. It read: _ 

“Relating to myscif and my family 
we are all well and doing very weil 
just now. I have got my order for 
two hundred acres of land which I 
intend going to in the spring. People 
may say what they will concerning 
America, if is one of the finest coun- 
tries for a poor man that is indust- 
rious for he has to watn for nothing 
Please give my thanks to Mr. Sock- 
ett for his kindness to me, from Wm. 
Green, Town Plot, Blandford, 20 Oct. 
1834.”

OTTAWA—Many of the _inter- 
esting relics at the Dominion Archiv- 
es in Ottawa are gifts but there are 
also a number which have been pur- 
chased because of their intrinsic 
historical value and one of these is 
in the Canadian Room in a case de- 
voted to Indian relics and is a med- 
al. It is at least six inches long and 
five inches wide and is made of dull 
silver. The engraving on it is exquis- 
ely done and is presumably of the 
figure of Washington receiving the 
pipe of peace from an Indian Chief. 
Inscribed i8: George Washington, pre 
sident, 1792. 

The medal was presented by Geo.| 
Washington, the first president of 
the United States to Chief Ojagette 
(Fish Carrier) of the Cayuga Indians 
According to tradition the medal 
was hung around the chief’s neck by 
Washington.

BREAST-FEEDING 


To nurse her baby is the finst duty 
of every mother. Fat is required to 
build up fatty tissues, and to provide 
energy and heat; carbohydrates (sug- 
ar) are required for thé same pur- 
poses; proteins are needed to build 
the tissues of the. body. These ele- 
ments are present in mothers’ milk 
and ane there found in a proportion 


suitable to the infant and in a form |! 


that makes it easy for digestion. 
Mothers’ milk is a perfect baby food 
because it is perfectly adapted to 
serve as nourishment for the baby. 

It is much easier for a mother to 
nurse her infant than it is for her to 
prepare artificial feeding properly. 
To prepare feedings takes a great 
deal of time because of the amount 
of care which must be given to clean 
ing bottles and utensils, and to mak- 
ing the frequent changes necessary 
to adopt the feedings to the needs of 
the growing child. 

Breast-milk is sterike. There is no 
danger of disease germs being pick- 
ed up and spread by its use. It oar- 
ries with it to the infant some pro- 
tection against the communicable 
diseases. Success in nursing depends 
upo. a determination to do it. A 
half-hearted attempt, with an idea 
that it will meet failure, generally 
does lead to failure. Even if it is not 
possible to completely nurse the child 
breast-feeding should not be given up, 
because even the smallest amount of 
breast-milk is of: real value to the 
baby. 

Breast-feeding is often given up 
because of a mistaken idea that the 
child is not thriving, or that he would 
do better on some artificial feeding. 
Tt is a serious responsiblity to wean 
a child because it takes away from 


him what he needs most, It is true|If every infant were to be breast-fed 
that infamts are often brought up| at regular hours, the problems of im 
successfully on artificial feedings, but,| fant hygiene would be well on the 
taking it on the average, the strong-| way to solution.
